FOREWORD 


This rambling history of the descendants of John Cole, who died in 
Culpeper county, Virginia in 1757, is essentially & story of plain and 
mediocre people. There are no intellectual giants, business tycoons, 
great churchmen, statesmen, physicians, scientists or educators in the 
Cole clen. In fact, his descendants scattered in over one half of the 
states of the union, Alberta end New Zealand, are found mostly within 
the ranks of the humbler and less pretentious folks of the states in 
which they reside. 


Politically, many of the large Cole families who lived in Kentucky 
and Missouri were democrats and many fought in the Confederate Army in 
the Civil Tar. The trials end tribulations of Zerelda Cole Samels and 
her sons, Jesse and Frank Jenes, are graphic evidence of the deep | 
allegiance that some of the Missouri Coles had for the Southern Cause. 


However, my own great grandfather, Jesse Cole (1805-1892) who left 
Nerthwestern Missouri in 1852 to settle in Nemaha County, Nebraska was 
a Northern Democrat and supported Stephen 4. Douglas in the àlection of 
1860. While there is some evidence that his family left Missouri to 
escape the pressure of the pro-slavery crowd, it is more logical to 
assume that they came to Nebraska in 1852 to take up new land in that 
practically unsettled state. 


Judging from the introduction to the will of our earliest ancestor, 
John Cole, written in 1757, he mst have been a deeply religious man but 
the first evidence of membership in a church was the enrollment in the 
famous "Forks of Elkhorn Church".by a number of the Coles of Woodford and 
Franklin counties of Kentucky. This early Baptist church in Kentucky 
occupied an important position in the settlement of that part of the 
state. Mrs. Ermina Jett Darnell has written an interesting book entitled 
"Forks of Elkhorn Church" which is not only of historic value but 
contains much genealogy of early Kentucky familles, including a few of 
the Coles. 


The Coles who lived in Clay County, Missouri were devout Baptists. 
Reve Robert Jawes, the first husband of Zerelda Cole, was an ordained 
Baptist minister end organized two Baptist churches in Clay County and 
his name is on the original charter of William Jewell College of Liberty, 


Missouri e 


Later, many of the Cole families in Missouri and Nebraska became 
members of the Christian Church, a sect founded by Alexander Campbell 
in 1812. To this day, many of the Cole descendants living in the West 
end particulerly some of those living in Celifornia are reverent members 
of the Christian Church. : 


Your historian has tried not to make this work a series of tomb- 
stone statistics of births and deaths only, but has tried to tell a 
little ebout the occupations of the male and some of the accomplishments 
of the female members of the family. When this information is lacking, 
it is because it was denied to me by some members of the family. While 
nost of the Coles were most cooperative, a few ignored my letters of 


inquiry, which is responsible for the blank spaces in the records. 
More than 350 letters of inquiry were written in longhand and directed 
to our scattered family. 


I em particularly grateful to Mrs. Nellie Me Ininch of Kansas 
City for her encouragement and wide variety of information about the 
Brownville phase of the Nemaha county Coles. Others who made consider- 
able contributions to this history ere Mrs. Hollis Mayer of Escondido, 
` California, Mrs. Alma Armstrong of Lincoln, Nebraska, J. Harve Cole 
of Edgemont, South Dakota, Floyd Cole of Casper, “yoming, Mrs. Gay 
Reines Strayer of Milwaukie, Oregon, Mrs. Frankie Mc Crory of Fresno, 
California, Mr. and Mrs. Wm. A. Fugitt of Kernville, California, Mr. 
Thomas Railsbach of Auburn, Nebraska and Mrs. George Me Vandeveer of 
Neodesha, Kansas. 


I vill be eternally grateful to my good wife, Mery, who cheer- 
fully cheuffeured me more than 7500 miles to interview Cole descendants, 
visit cemeteries, libraries and courthouses from Frankfort, Kentucky 
to San Franciscos 


Mr, Hugh Hawkins of Lawrenceburg, Kentucky, a member of another 
entirely different Cole family gave valuable information about the 
family of Jesse Cole (1769-1857). 


Great credit should be given the late Judge Redmond S. Cole of 
Tulsa, Oklahoma for his meticulous records and research of the Cole 
family of Woodford county, Kentucky. Judge Cole, an able genealogist, 
spent over 30 years on this work, only to discover that he was not a 
member of our family but was a member of another Cole family. He 
very graciously preserved his records “with the hope that, in some 
future time, some interested person would take up the task of 
completing the story where I left off". His comprehensive notes and 
data came into my hands through the generosity of ex-congressman 
Vm. C. Cole of St. Joseph, Missouri. Some of Judge Cole's work is 
copied verbatim in this history. . 


To Mr. George Harrison Sanford King, fellow American Society 
of Genealogists of Fredericksburg, Virginia, goes the credit of 
locating the. wills of John and Susanna Cole. Mr. We T. Black of 
Georgetown, Kentucky aided considerably in checking early Kentucky 
records in the famous Kentucky State Historical Library of Frankfort. 


I pray that none of the Cole descendants will hold ill will 
toward me for the occasional errors, particularly errors of dates of 
birth and death snd errors of omission. Check this up against the 
ineptitude of an aged amateur genealogist, tackling a task that should 
heve been done when he was young and vigorous.

CHAPTER I 


COLES OF KENTUCKY, INDIANA AND MISSOURI 


FIRST GENERATION 


John Cole is our earliest known ancestor. The date and place of 
his birth are not known. He lived in Pennsylvania and some of his 
eight children were born there. We know a great deal about his second 
son, Richard Cole, but nothing about the other seven children, except 
what was revealed in his will and the will of his wife, Susanna. 


John Cole moved from Pennsylvania to Virginia and died in 
Culpeper county in 1757. His wife, Susanna, died soon after in 1761. 
As the early Coles were long lived people, it is not unreasonable to 
assure that John and Susanna were born in the 1680's or 169C's. The 
date of the move from Pennsylvania to Virginia is not known but his 
son Richard voted in a Burgess election 1751 on 10 January in E George 
county (Deed Book #3, page 467). 


In his will, John Cole bequeathed "ihe lot of land and plantation 
mherson I now live" and from this phraseology it appears that he was 
living on leased land----- not land owned in fee simple. In colonial 
times a "lot of land" meant a definite survey of a "lot" laid out from 
a larger tract. Many wealthy families in the lower counties were 
possessed of thousands of acres of land in the upper counties and in 
order to hold this land, they made leases for a term of years to 
persons who would "seat" it, clear the property etc. These leases 
were usually made for the term of three lives, thus sometimes called 
99 year leases. There is no record of a deed to John Cole, either in 
the fci) of a direct sale or leases of record in Culpeper county; and 
there is no deed from his sons to any land there. As the family seems 
to have disappeared from the county, it is certain that they joined 
the great movement to Kentucky. 


Besides farming, Jobn Cole also ran a still, because in his vill 
he directs his executors to sell a cask of brandy to hip pay his debts 
and funsral expenses. 


He also bequeathed the land on which he was then living, together 
with tne still and utensils thereto belonging, to his sono, John and 
Richard. The inventory of his estate also lists parts for a still. 

As colonial distillers did not have to pay the $10.5C federal tax on 


liquors that modern distillers do, this could have been a profitable 
Operntion. 


Death was imminent when his will was written on the Sth of January

Henry Clay and John J. Crittenden often stopped here for rest", 
Robert M. Cole, a descendant end quite an old men in 1907, stated 
that this tavern was known as "Black Horse Tavern". 


The U. S. Census of 1810 shows that Richard Cole had only two 
members in his family. This was probably he and his second wife, 
Emsey Jones Cole. It also showed that he was the owner of five 
Slaves. The same census reveals that his son,Richard Cole Jr., 
had ten in his family and was the owner of three slaves. Richard 
Cole Sr. and his wife, Ann, are buried in the Cole cemetery near 
Midway, Ken tuckye

Note: The exact order of birth of these children is not known but are 
listed as above, it being the order mentioned in the will. This 
Jesse Cole, born in Kentucky about 1769,was a taxpayer in Franklin 
county, Kentucky in 1801. He and his wife, Nancy, joined "The 
Forks of Elkhorn Church" (Baptist) after 1800 and were dismissed, 
by letter, to Big Siiring Church in 1812. He owned several tracts 
of land on Elkhorn Creek, near the Scott county line, but later 
moved to Ripley county, Indiana, after Nancy's death. His (2) 
marriage to Elizabeth Roberts in 1826 and to (3) Mrs. Elizabeth 
Hyatt, in 1848, took place in Ripley county, Indiana. 

His will, probated in 1857, which follows, contains one para- 
graph which is a classic example of a cantankerous old man 
taking a final verbal fling at an errant spcuco, the second 
Wife. After reading the provisions in the will concerning the 
rights of his third wife, can you censure her for renouncing 
and disclaiming the will?

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SECOND GENERATION 
RICHARD COLE (bi 1729-4. Nov. 21, 1814) 


More is known about Richard Cole, our Revolutionary War ancestor, 
then any of the early Coles. Born in Pennsylvania, he married Ann Hubbard 
in Pennsylvania about 1760, who bore him nine children. After her death 
in Woodford Co. Ky. in 1795, he married Emsey Jones. 


Richard Cole served in the Sixth Pennsylvania Regiment in the Americen 
Revolution. He must have been a tough, hardy individual as he was forty- 
five years of age when the war started, This was considered the beginning 
of old age in those days end not many men of that age, with a wife and ` 
nine children, would have cared to leave their families and the comfort 
of the fireside for military service, 


Ihe family had left Pennsylvania and wag living in Virginia as earl. 
as 1751 because he voted in a Burgess election in King George County that 
year. (Deed Book #3, Page #467, 10 Jan. 1751) 


In 1754 he had leased land as shown in Deed Book #4, Page 138, 
14 Sept. 1754:- 

Hancock Lee, Gentleman, of King George County makes a lease 
to Richard Cole for 150 acres on the north side of Horsepen Run, in the 
county of King George, adjoining the plantation of John Herndon----for 
the life of the said Richard Cole, Ann, his wife, and John Cole, his 
son. 

Signed by Hancock Lee 
Richard Cole 


This property is upon Hersepen in Faquier County which was not formed 
until 1759. This was a lease for lives----- 50 long as Richard Cole, 
his wifo, Ann, or his son, John, lived, they had possession of this 
land, paying yearly rental to Hancock Lee, Gentleman, the proprietor 
thereof, and upon their death this land reverted to Lee and his heirs. 


While nothing is known about Richard Cole's education, it is recorded 
in Dorman (Orange County Will Book #2 (1744-1778)) that Richard Cole, 
schoolmaster, was paid for the schooling of the orphans of John Plunkett, 
deceased. 


Later, when he moved his family from Culpeper county, Virginia to 
Woodford county, Kentucky, he assisted Humphrey Marshall in surveying 
the site of Frankfort, now the capitol of Kentucky. A surveyor's 
assistant should have had some knowledge of mathematics. 


Railey's History of Woodford county,Kentucky, published in 1928, 
states that "Richard Cole Sr. lived on Cole's Road on the old Franklin 
end Lexington Road, three miles from Midway, Kentucky. He was a 
Prosperous and painstaking farmer end soon erected a large building on 
the premises that was only a ‘short distance from the road, which not 
Only housed his family, but was also used as a tavern to accomodate the 
traveling public, That road, at that early date, was the main road 
from Maysville and Lexington to Frankfort and Louisville. Such men as
